A fire which looked a* though It 


would aiwume Kerlous proportion!* or- 
iginated ii. tho First National bank 
building shortly befoic 7 o'clock >ea- 
terday mornlnK. and gave the firemen 
a. stubborn buttle. The blaze was ex- 
tlnguUhed shortly after the arrival of 
the department, but not until after It 
had done a large amount of damage 
to the building and contents. Prac- 
tically all the IOBB 1» covered fay In- 
surance. 
The building la owned by 


D. F. Keyes 


The fire had its origin in a pantry 


on the second floor of an apartment 
occupied by Martha, Ruth and Mar- 
garet Wood and Marlon Whit marsh 
The cause of the fire Is not known and 
it 1* thought to have started from 
spontaneous ignition. When the fire 
was first discovered it had made great 
headway and was going up through 
the stairway and was ready to mush- 
room through the entire building. The 
first alarm of the fire was given ovei 
the telephone to the department' and 
wa* followed Boon aftei by an alarm 
from box 32, Two line* of hose were 
laid and an attack made upon the 
flame* With these lines. The first line 
of hose to go Into the blazing stair- 
way wa* taken in by firemen Gardner 
and Halne*. who fought their way in 
bulldog manner through the smoke 
and flames and soon had the fire well 
under control. 
They were followed 


by other firemen who stuck tenacious- 
ly by them, drawing up more hose as 
they advanced up th* stairway, till 
the flame* were smothered. The other 
line of water was also used to good ad- 
vantage by the firemen, and ladders 
were placed against tbe windows to 
get out any Inmates who might be 
trapped in the building. The fire was 
handled In a very creditable manner. 


One of the thrilling moment* ofcthe 


morning wa* when Officer Parshall of 
the police department, who wa* the 
patrolman on the beat and who ran 
up the stairway giving the alarm, 


j found himself cut off on the top floor 
by th* smoke and flames Mrs. R. B. 
Oliver and her two children were also 
on the top floor of the building at the 
time. Officer Parshall, finding them, 
took them up the stairway to the sky 
light, and •mashing it out, took them 
across the roof* of several building*, 
| broke the sky light out of the Biend 
building, and took them down to the 
Main street in safety.

Glass from St. Vincent's School. 
Yesterday morning two officers ot 


the Albany police department came to 
this city armed with warrants for the 
arrest of one John Harilngton for the 
kidnapping of James Glass from the 
Albany Institution. \vho was suspected 
of being in this city. Seveial days ago, 
while in a lunch room, Harrington 
came under suspicion by the officer 
and, 
believing him to be one ot the 


criminal type, a close watch had been 
kept on him. 
Yesterday,, when the 


officers arrived iii this city and gave 
the warrants out at (he police depart- 
ment, Officer Simmons had the much 
wanted criminal's description so well 
at hand that he was arrested within 
fifteen minutes from the time the in- 
formation was given 


He was arrested by Simmons on a 


charge of kidnapping and was turned 
o\er to the Albany 
officers on the 


charge. 


The case is a most appalling one; 


Glass was taken from the Albany In- 
stitution by Harrington, who posed as 
Ills uncle, and who had used the boy 
for inconceivable crimes. 
After his 


arrest Harrington was taken to Al- 
bany last evening, where he will be 
arraigned on a charge of kidnapping. 


Harrington was a railroad "boom- 


er," and gave his age as 49 years. 
While in this city he had boarded at 
KJ'.i Broad street and was arrested 
at this address, where he had been 
since Monday. Some time ago Har- 
rington had been a railroad brake- 
man and gave his occupation as such, 
although it is thought he has not been 
engaged at this occupation for some 
time. The boy escaped 
from him 


while in this city and it will be a mat- 
ter of but a few days before his cap- 
ture and eventual return to this insti- 
tution. The lad's age is given as 13 
years.

The local police are entitled to a 


large amount of credit for* this cap- 
ture and to readers of The Star .this 
fact will be borne out by the large 
number of captures made by the local 
department during

months of criminals wanted by police 
departments of other cities, which 
goes to prove the efficiency of the lo- 
cal force.
